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In unity bid. House Republicans nominate Ryan as speaker

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
publicans in the House 
of Representatives nomi¬ 
nated Wisconsin Repub¬ 
lican Rep. Paul Ryan on 
Wednesday to become 
the chamber’s next speak¬ 
er, hoping he can lead 
them out of weeks of disar¬ 
ray and point them toward 
accomplishments they 
can highlight in next year’s 
elections. 

The 45-year-old Ryan was 
his party's 2012 vice presi¬ 
dential nominee and is 
considered a telegenic 
spokesman for conserva¬ 
tive priorities. If elected 
speaker, he would assume 
one of the most power¬ 
ful political offices in the 
United States and a job 
that puts him second in line 
of succession to become 
president. Ryan won on a 
secret ballot of the House’s 
247 Republicans. Current 
speaker John Boehner un¬ 
expectedly announced his 
resignation last month. He 
came under pressure from 
hard line conservatives 
who considered him too 
timid in challenging Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama and 
too autocratic in punish¬ 
ing Republican lawmakers 
who defied him. 

The full House is expected 
to elect Ryan as speaker 
on Thursday. 

As that vote took place, 
bipartisan leaders pushed 
a two-year budget truce 
toward approval in the 
House. The agreement. 


eventually approved 266- 
167, must still pass the 
Senate. It would raise the 
government’s borrow¬ 
ing limit through March of 
2017, averting an unprec¬ 
edented default just days 
away. It also would set 
the budget of the federal 
government for the next 
two years, lifting onerous 
spending caps and steer¬ 
ing away from the brink¬ 
manship and shutdown 
threats that have haunted 
Congress for years. 

Most of the “no” votes 
were from Republicans, but 
79 Republican lawmakers 
voted for approval. 
Republican leaders hope 


that both of Wednesday's 
milestones will transform 
their party’s recent cha¬ 
os into calm before next 
year's presidential and 
congressional campaigns. 
Democratic and Repub¬ 
lican leaders had urged 
lawmakers to back the 
budget agreement, which 
would resolve fights over 
both military and domestic 
spending as well as federal 
borrowing until early 2017. 
Expectations were for a 
final Senate approval by 
next week, even as hard- 
right conservatives and 
farm-state lawmakers ar¬ 
rayed against the deal. 
Hours before the vote. 


Ryan said he would support 
the bill because it makes 
“meaningful reforms” that 
strengthen safety net pro¬ 
grams like Social Security 
and provides sufficient re¬ 
sources for the military. 
“What has been produced 
will go a long way toward 
relieving the uncertainty 
hanging over us,” Ryan 
said in a written statement. 
At a Wednesday morning 
closed-door meeting, Ryan 
had told House Republi¬ 
cans what he won’t do as 
speaker. “I don’t plan to be 
Caesar, calling all the shots 
around here,” Rep. Matt 
Salmon reported after the 
session. 


That seemed to be a refer¬ 
ence to demands hardline 
conservatives have made 
to transfer more power 
over legislation from House 
leaders to rank-and-file 
lawmakers. Those conser¬ 
vatives have said the se¬ 
cret negotiations by which 
leaders crafted the bud¬ 
get deal typified departing 
Boehner's top-down ap¬ 
proach to legislating, and 
Ryan said Tuesday that 
that process “stinks.” 
Boehner was pivotal in 
crafting the budget agree¬ 
ment, which amounts to a 
valedictory legislative prize 
for his supporters and a 
whack at his conservative 
House nemeses. The quar¬ 
ter-century House veteran 
serves his final day in Con¬ 
gress on Friday, driven into 
retirement by rebellious 
Republican hardliners who 
scorned his penchant for 
compromise with Obama 
and Democrats. 

Without the legislation, 
the government could 
lapse into an economy¬ 
jolting default next week. 
A partial federal shutdown 
would occur without ac¬ 
tion by Dec. 11. 

The unyielding conserva¬ 
tives who comprise the 
House Freedom Caucus 
announced their opposi¬ 
tion to the budget deal 
Wednesday, though the 
measure passed with 
support from scores of 
Republicans and most 
Democrats. □

next week in Qatar and 
Jordan to promote her 
global education initiative 
for girls, the White House 


announced Wednesday. It 
will be her first official visit to 
the Middle East. 

In Doha, Qatar, Mrs. 
Obama is scheduled to 
speak about the Let Girls 
Learn initiative at the 2015 
World Innovation Summit 
for Education, which draws 
education leaders from 
the region and around the 
world. 

She will also visit service 
members stationed at Al 
Udeid Air Base as part of 
her separate initiative to 
support U.S. military families. 
In Amman, Jordan, the 


first lady will tour a school 
that was built with money 
and technical support 
provided by the U.S. 
Agency for International 
Development, as well as 
meet with adolescent girls 
who are students there. 
Many schools in Jordan 
are educating more and 
more Syrian children, many 
of whom have crossed 
the border into Jordan 
with their families to flee 
violence fueled by the civil 
war in their home country. 
While in Jordan, Mrs. 
Obama plans a cultural 


stop to see Petra, one of 
the world’s most famous 
archaeological sites. 

Mrs. Obama plans official 
meetings in both countries. 
She'll travel without the 
president, her daughters 
or other immediate family 
members. 

President Barack Obama 
and the first lady launched 
Let Girls Learn this year to 
encourage the leaders of 
other countries to provide 
opportunities for education 
to the estimated 62 million 
girls around the world who 
do not attend school. □ 
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Army blimp breaks 
loose, drifts over 
Pennsylvania 
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MUNCY, Pennsylvania (AP) 

— An unmanned Army sur¬ 
veillance blimp broke loose 
from its mooring in Maryland 
and floated over Pennsyl¬ 
vania for hours Wednesday 
with two U.S. fighter jets on 
its tail, triggering blackouts 
across the countryside as 
it dragged its tether across 
power lines. 

The bulbous, 240-foot 
(73-meter) helium- 

filled blimp finally came 
down near Muncy, a small 
town about 80 miles (128 
kilometers) north of Har¬ 
risburg, as people across 
the countryside gawked in 
wonder at the big, white, 
slow-moving craft. 

The North American Aero¬ 
space Defense Com¬ 
mand in Colorado said 
the blimp escaped from 
its station at the military’s 
Aberdeen Proving Ground 
in Maryland, just outside 
the nation's capital, at 
about 12:20 p.m. and drift¬ 
ed northward, climbing to 
about 16,000 feet (4,877 
meters). It covered about 
150 miles (241 kilometers) 
in all.As the blimp drifted 
away, two F-16s were 
scrambled from a Nation¬ 
al Guard base at Atlantic 
City, New Jersey, to track it, 
though NORAD spokesman 
Navy Capt. Scott Miller said 
there was never any inten¬ 
tion of shooting it down. 
The blimp deflated and 
settled back to Earth on its 
own, according to Miller. 
He said there was an au- 
to-deflate device aboard 
the blimp, but it was not 
deliberately activated, 
and it is unclear why the 
craft went limp. 

Witnesses watched it float 
over a sparsely populated 
area, its tether snapping 
power lines. 

Tiffany Slusser Hartkorn saw 
it fly over her neighborhood 
on the outskirts of Blooms- 
burg around 2:15 p.m. and 
soon disappear from sight. 
“I honestly was worried that 
there were people in it that 
would be injured. A neigh¬ 
bor down the road is think¬ 
ing it knocked down a tree 
branch and power pole 


by his house that could’ve 
potentially destroyed his 
house," Hartkorn said. 
Wendy Schafer’s first 
thought upon seeing 
the blimp near her job at 
a spa and salon in Blooms- 
burg was that a nearby 
school was conducting an 
experiment. 

“I had no idea what it was. 
We lost power at work so 
I looked outside and saw 
the blimp,” Schafer said. 
“My first thought was Vo- 
Tech was doing some¬ 
thing at the school until my 
friends tagged on Face- 
book about the blimp. It 
was crazy.” 

About 27,000 customers 
in two counties were left 
without power, according 
to electric utility PPL, and 
Bloomsburg University can¬ 
celed classes because of 
the outage. 

The blimp is the kind used 
extensively in the Iraq and 
Afghanistan wars to pro¬ 
vide surveillance around 
U.S. bases and other sen¬ 
sitive sites. It is tethered to 
the ground when in use, 
the cable carrying power 
up to the blimp and send¬ 
ing data back down to the 
ground, and can reach 
10,000 feet (3,048 meters), 
according to its maker, 
Raytheon Co. 

“My understanding is, from 
having seen these break 
loose in Afghanistan on a 
number of occasions, we 
could get it to descend 
and then we'll recover it 
and put it back up,” De¬ 
fense Secretary Ash Carter 
said at the Pentagon as 
the journey unfolded. “This 
happens in bad weather.” 
As the journey unfolded. 
Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration officials worked with 
the military to ensure it did 
not endanger air traffic. 
Miller said the blimp was 
tethered to a mooring sta¬ 
tion at an altitude of about 
6,600 feet (2,011 meters) 
when it broke free. He said 
how that happened is un¬ 
known, and an investiga¬ 
tion is under way.

Ex-House Speaker 
Hastert pleads guilty 
to evading bank laws

CHICAGO (AP) — Den¬ 
nis Hastert pleaded guilty 
Wednesday to evading 
banking laws in a hush- 
money scheme, averting a 
trial by agreeing to a deal 
with federal prosecutors 
that recommends the for¬ 
mer House speaker serve 
no more than six months in 
prison. 

The plea helped seal the 
downfall of a man who 
rose from obscurity in rural 
Illinois to the nation's third- 
highest political office. Dur¬ 
ing his eight years as speak¬ 
er, Hastert was second in 
the line of succession to the 
presidency. 

Before accepting the plea, 
the 73-year-old Republican 
was warned by the judge 
that he could go beyond 
the recommendation and 
give Hastert up to five years 
behind bars when he is sen¬ 
tenced in February. 
Because the plea agree¬ 
ment has a sentencing 
range from no prison time 
to six months, U.S. District 
Judge Thomas M. Durkin 
could also decide to put 
Hastert on probation or 
home confinement. 

As he stepped to the lec¬ 
tern to answer a series of 
questions, he spoke in a 
voice so soft that the judge 
at one point told him to 
speak up. 

The hearing revealed no 
new details about why 
Hastert agreed to pay $3.5 
million to an unidentified 
person. The indictment says 
the payments were meant 
to conceal past miscon¬ 
duct by Hastert against 


that person, but it does not 
explain the nature of the 
wrongdoing. 

The Associated Press and 
other media, citing anon¬ 
ymous sources, have re¬ 
ported that the payments 
were meant to hide claims 
of sexual misconduct from 
decades ago. 

At the half-hour hearing in 
Chicago, a subdued Hast¬ 
ert read from a brief writ¬ 
ten statement that — like 
his indictment — focused 
narrowly on how he techni¬ 
cally broke banking laws. 

By pleading guilty, Hastert 
avoids a trial that could 
have divulged the embar¬ 
rassing secrets dating back 
to his days as a high-school 
wrestling coach that he 
presumably wanted to 
keep under wraps by pay¬ 
ing hush money. 

Judges are also generally 
more likely to give lighter 
sentences to defendants 
who accept responsibility 
for their actions and spare 
the government the cost of 
a trial. 

The 15-page plea deal, 
which Hastert signed 
Wednesday, was released 
after the hearing. In it, he 
acknowledged the un¬ 
named person and that 
the two “discussed past 
misconduct” by Hastert 
against that person, who is 
only referred to as “Individ¬ 
ual A.” That discussion led 
to the agreement for $3.5 
million. 

In exchange for the plea, 
prosecutors were expect¬ 
ed to drop a charge stem¬ 
ming from lying to the FBI. 
Sentencing was scheduled 
for Feb. 29.Q

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AP-GfK Poll: Support for tighter gun laws ticks up

WASHINGTON (AP) — Af¬ 
ter a steady string of mass 
shootings and a revival of 
the political fight over gun 
control, Americans are 
slightly more likely than they 
were two years ago to say 
gun laws should be made 
stricter, a new Associated 
Press-GfK poll found. 
Despite the uptick in fa¬ 
vor of tighter gun laws, 
Americans remain deeply 
divided along party, gen¬ 
der and geographic lines 
on an issue that has rico¬ 
cheted into the presiden¬ 
tial campaign. Eight in 10 
Democrats favor stricter 
gun laws, while 6 in 10 Re¬ 
publicans want them left as 
they are or loosened. 

Still, the results show the 
calls for tighter laws have 
some bipartisan appeal, 
with 37 percent of Repub¬ 
licans, including 31 percent 
of conservative Republi¬ 
cans, favoring stricter gun 
laws. 

The new poll was taken two 
weeks after the shooting 
rampage at a community 
college in Oregon thrust 
the discussion of gun con¬ 
trol into the country’s atten¬ 
tion and the presidential 
campaign. Polls regularly 
find a rise in support for 
tighter gun laws after such 
shootings — although that 
support often levels off as 
the headlines fade. 

In December 2013, one 
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year after a mass shooting 
at an elementary school in 
Newtown, Connecticut, 52 
percent of Americans said 
gun laws should be made 
tighter. That number was 
58 percent in the new poll, 
while 27 percent said they 
think laws should be left as 
they are and 12 percent fa¬ 
vored making gun laws less 
strict. 

Over a third of Americans 
said gun laws should be 
made much stricter, up 
from 29 percent who said 
so in the 2013 poll. 

And they were slightly less 
inclined to see laws limit¬ 
ing gun ownership as an 
infringement on the 2nd 
Amendment right to bear 
arms. Forty-five percent 
saw such laws as an in¬ 
fringement; 51 percent did 
not. In the 2013 poll, 50 per¬ 


cent said gun laws infringe 
on the right to bear arms 
and 47 percent said they 
did not. 

Gun control has become 
one of the top issues in 
the Democratic presiden¬ 
tial primary, as front-runner 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
has promised to take ex¬ 
ecutive action to expand 
background checks and 
accused Republicans 
of bowing to the power¬ 
ful gun lobby. President 
Barack Obama has said he 
plans to use his bully pulpit 
to press lawmakers to pass 
tougher laws, although 
there’s little sign of momen¬ 
tum in the Republican-run 
Congress. 

The poll finds Democratic 
politicians are in line with 
their party's loyalists. Dem¬ 
ocrats are more likely than 


Republicans — 69 percent 
to 55 percent — to say gun 
laws are very or extremely 
important to them. 

City and suburban dwell¬ 
ers are more likely to back 
tighter laws than rural 
Americans. 

Americans are equally di¬ 
vided over which party 
they trust to do a better job 
handling the issue. Twenty- 
nine percent say they trust 
the Republicans more and 
27 percent trust the Demo¬ 
crats more, while 13 per¬ 
cent say they trust both 
equally. An additional 30 
percent say they trust nei¬ 
ther party on handling the 
issue. 

Unchanged since 2013 is 
the share of Americans liv¬ 
ing in a household where 
at least one person owns 
a gun — about one-third.

About half of Republicans 
live in households with a 
gun, compared with less 
than a third of Democrats 
or independents. 

The AP-GfK Poll of 1,027 
adults was conducted on¬ 
line Oct. 15 to Oct. 19, using 
a sample drawn from GfK’s 
probability-based Knowl- 
edgePanel, which is de¬ 
signed to be representative 
of the U.S. population. The 
margin of sampling error for 
all respondents is plus or mi¬ 
nus 3.3 percentage points. 
Respondents were first se¬ 
lected randomly using tele¬ 
phone or mail survey meth¬ 
ods, and later interviewed 
online. People selected 
for KnowledgePanel who 
didn't otherwise have ac¬ 
cess to the Internet were 
provided access at no cost 
to them. □ 
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Irish leader visits California to honor balcony victims

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — The 

president of Ireland met 
with Berkeley's mayor, pub¬ 
lic safety workers, health 
care providers and area 
residents on Wednesday 
to thank them for helping 
when a balcony snapped 
off an apartment building, 
killing six college students 
and injuring seven others. 
President Michael Higgins 
called the balcony col¬ 
lapse that happened dur¬ 
ing a birthday party on 
June 16 “a tragedy that has 
affected our people very 
deeply." Five of the young 
people who died were 
from Ireland and working in 
the San Francisco Bay area 
for the summer. 

“We were told and wit¬ 
nessed from afar your 
quick and unwavering sup¬ 
port for our students and 
their families," Higgins told 
a group of first responders 
at a hotel two blocks away 
from where the balcony 
gave way. 

Higgins and Berkeley May¬ 
or Tom Bates shoveled dirt 
around a pair of strawber¬ 
ry tree saplings planted in 
honor of the victims in the 
corner of a downtown city 
park near the Library Gar¬ 
dens complex, the site of 
the accident. 

Bates said the City Council 
on Tuesday gave final ap¬ 
proval to more stringent 
construction and inspec¬ 
tion rules for balconies and 
decks that were a response 
to the tragedy. 

“This event is not going to 
go unnoticed. It’s not go¬ 
ing to go down as a foot¬ 
note in history," Bates said. 
“We are going to change 
the way we do business in 
Berkeley so it never hap¬ 
pens again.” 

Five Irish students, all 21 


years old, and the 22-year- 
old Irish-American cousin of 
one of them died after the 
balcony gave way, tossing 
them and another seven 
young people celebrating 
at the party 50 feet down 
to the street below. 

A city investigation re¬ 
vealed that the wooden 
beams supporting the 
structure were rotted 
through from water dam¬ 
age. The Alameda County 
district attorney has been 
conducting an investiga¬ 
tion to determine if criminal 
charges are warranted. 

A number of other balco¬ 
nies or decks at risk of failing 
have been identified and 
required to undergo repairs 
by Jan. 14 since local offi¬ 
cials ordered a review of all 


multi-unit buildings this sum¬ 
mer, city spokesman Mat- 
thai Chakko said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Higgins, who was elected 
to a seven-year term in 
2011, is nearing the middle 
of an eight-day West Coast 
visit that already has in¬ 
cluded a stop in Seattle, a 
visit to Google Inc.’s head¬ 
quarters and a speech on 
world hunger at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, Berkeley. 
The type of evergreen tree 
selected for the planting 
ceremony was picked be¬ 
cause it is native to both 
Ireland and California, 
Bates’ office said. 

The students who died in 
the accident were Olivia 
Burke, Eoghan Colligan, 
Niccolai Schuster, Lorcan 


Miller, Niccolai Schuster, 
and Eimear Walsh, all from 
Dublin. The sixth, Ashley 
Donohoe, was from North¬ 
ern California but had dual 
Irish-American citizenship. 
She and Burke were cous¬ 
ins. Donohoe’s immediate 
family attended the cer¬ 
emonies on Wednesday 
along with several cousins 
from Ireland who made the 
trip to honor both Donohoe 
and Burke. 

Several of the seven Irish 
students injured in the col¬ 
lapse spent weeks under¬ 
going surgeries and recu¬ 
perating in the Bay Area, 
and the last to return to 
Ireland only left the U.S. last 
month. 

Irish Consul-General Philip 
Grant said a few of them 


have gone back to their 
college studies. One, Clo- 
dagh Cogley, was para¬ 
lyzed from the fall that sev¬ 
ered her spinal cord, and 
another, Aoife Beary, suf¬ 
fered a severe head injury, 
Grant said. 

Before the collapse, the 
Bay Area was the destina¬ 
tion of choice for the desti¬ 
nation of choice for a large 
share of the Irish students 
who come to the U.S. on 
summer work visas each 
year. 

Grant said it's too soon to 
know if the numbers will be 
down next year, but that he 
does not expect a change. 
If anything, he said, “the 
bonds between the peo¬ 
ple of Ireland and Berkeley 
are even stronger.”Q

Uncle: Dead Vegas cryotherapy 
spa aide had ownership dream

LAS VEGAS (AP) — An em¬ 
ployee who was found fro¬ 
zen and dead inside a liq¬ 
uid nitrogen chamber used 
for cryotherapy treatments 
at a Las Vegas spa liked 
working there so much that 
she posed for promotional 
photos, her uncle said. 
Chelsea Patricia Ake-Sal- 
vacion, 24, was passionate 
about the treatment that 
subjects users to frigid con¬ 
ditions for a minute or two 
to relieve pain and other 
conditions. 

She planned to spend an¬ 
other year working at Re- 
juVenice Cryotherapy be¬ 
fore opening a similar busi¬ 
ness of her own in Hawaii, 
her uncle, Albert Ake, said 
Tuesday. 

“She was a good spirit and 
loved everyone,” Ake said. 
“She had the true aloha 
spirit. Aloha is love.” 

But something went wrong 
when Ake-Salvacion went 
in for her own treatment 
last week, leaving her dead 
alone inside the chamber 
the size of a phone booth. 
She had texted her boy¬ 
friend that she was taking 
a treatment herself after 
the store closed, Ake said. 


She also was seen on secu¬ 
rity video locking the salon, 
he said. 

She was found dead the 
next morning, Oct. 20, af¬ 
ter a co-worker arrived and 
noticed Ake-Salvacion’s 
car in the parking lot and 
her belongings in the busi¬ 
ness. 

“When they found her, she 
was rock solid frozen,” the 
uncle said in a telephone 
interview from his home in 
Reno. 

What killed Ake-Salvacion 
hasn’t been determined. 
But her death pointed to

so, Lott said, and that’s 
when Fields was brought 
in Monday to remove her 
from the class.

Trial is set for January in the 
case of an expelled stu¬ 
dent who claims Fields tar¬ 
geted blacks and falsely 
accused him of being a 
gang member in 2013. In 
another case, a federal 
jury sided with Fields after 
a black couple accused 
him of excessive force 
and battery during a noise 
complaint arrest in 2005. A 
third lawsuit, dismissed in 
2009, involved a woman 
who accused him of bat¬ 
tery and violating her rights 
during a 2006 arrest. 

Calls for Fields to be fired 
began mounting almost 
immediately after the vid¬ 
eo surfaced, and the FBI 
began a civil rights inves¬

tigation at Lott’s request.

BOSTON (AP) — A judge 
granted a protective or¬ 
der against a warlock on 
Wednesday, spelling relief 
for the Salem witch who 
accused him of harass¬ 
ment. 

The two squared off in 
court before a Salem Dis¬ 
trict Court judge, who 
granted the protective or¬ 
der to witch priestess Lori 
Sforza. She had accused 
self-proclaimed warlock 
Christian Day of harassing 
her over the phone and on 
social media over the past 
three years. 

During testimony that at 
times became heated, 
Sforza accused Day of 
making incessant phone 
calls at night and humiliat¬ 
ing her on Facebook, The 
Boston Globe reported. 
Day's lawyer countered 
that the dispute stems from 
a onetime business part¬ 
nership that fell apart years 
ago. 

Before 2012, Day let Sforza 
perform psychic readings 
rent-free at one of his oc¬ 
cult shops in Salem, he told 
The Associated Press in an 
interview after the hearing. 
Their relationship fell apart 
when Sforza revealed plans 
to start her own witchcraft 


shop nearby. Day said. The 
two are still business rivals. 
“This is a business dispute 
gone wrong. That's all it 
was,” Day said. “They don’t 
want me to make snide 
remarks on Facebook; I 
won’t make snide remarks 
on Facebook.” 

During the hearing, Sforza 
reportedly told the judge 
that she can see into her 
own future, saying, “That's 
why I'm here today.” Sfor¬ 
za, 75, uses the business 
name Lori Bruno and says 
she is a psychic witch who 
descends from a line of Ital¬ 
ian witches. She also leads

a pagan church in Salem. 
Day, 45, who now lives 
in Louisiana, owns occult 
shops in Salem and New 
Orleans. Described on his 
website as the “world’s 
best-known warlock,” he 
organizes the Festival of the 
Dead in Salem, a series of 
Halloween events every 
October that culminates in 
a Witches’ Halloween Ball. 
The pair made headlines in 
2011 when they cast spells 
together to try to heal ac¬ 
tor Charlie Sheen, who had 
called himself a “Vatican 
assassin warlock” during an 
interview on national televi¬ 
sion. 



Former Saudi airman files appeal of

LAS VEGAS (AP) — A former 
Saudi Arabian air force ser¬ 
geant serving a minimum 
of 35 years in Nevada pris¬ 
on is appealing his convic¬ 
tions on kidnapping, rape 
and other charges involv¬ 
ing a 13-year-old boy at a 
Las Vegas Strip hotel. 
Mazen Alotaibi's defense 
attorneys say in Nevada 
Supreme Court documents 
posted Monday that Alo¬ 
taibi didn’t get a fair trial 
due to errors by the judge 
and poor representation by 
a trial lawyer who gambled 
the jury would believe the 
sex was consensual. 

“We hate to second-guess 
a colleague,” attorney 
Vincent Savarese said 
Wednesday of the appeal 
he filled with attorney Dom¬ 
inic Gentile. “But, as Mazen 
Alotaibi's appellate coun¬ 


sel, we have a job to do.” 
Alotaibi's trial lawyer, Don 
Chairez, said he did the 
best he could at trial, and 
hopes Alotaibi wins his ap¬ 
peal. 

“There were things we 
could have done different¬ 


ly,” Chairez said. “If that’s 
grounds to have the case 
overturned, I hope it ben¬ 
efits Mazen.” 

Clark County District Attor¬ 
ney Steve Wolfson didn't 
immediately respond 
Wednesday to messages

The judge hearing the 
case said he was dis¬ 
mayed by the volume of 
late-night calls Day made 
to Sforza.

Savarese said Judge Ste- 
fany Miley should have told 
jurors they could consider a 
lesser felony charge of stat¬ 
utory sexual seduction that 
carries a one-to-five year 
sentence. 

“There was a way for the 
jury to find him guilty with¬ 
out letting him out the door 
if they found consent and 
went with statutory sexual 
seduction,” Savarese said. 
However, Nevada state 
law says a child under 16 
can’t consent to sex. 
Alotaibi was found guilty 
in October 2013 of kidnap¬ 
ping for luring the boy to 
the hotel room, sexual as¬ 
sault for acts with the boy in 
a bathroom, and lewdness 
with a child for fondling 
and kissing the boy on the 
way to the room. The jury 
also found Alotaibi guilty of 
misdemeanor coercion. 


The appeal also faults Mi- 
ley for rejecting arguments 
that Alotaibi deserved a 
new trial after a witness re¬ 
canted after trial. 

Rashed Alshehri told the 
judge in September 2014 
he lied during testimony 
about how intoxicated Alo¬ 
taibi was before encoun¬ 
tering the boy at the Circus 
Circus hotel on New Year's 
Eve 2012.

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Ukraine faces years of 
dependence on Western aid

(AP) — Looking on from her 
vegetable patch at the 
motorcade of U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of Commerce Penny 
Pritzker, Ukrainian villager 
Olha Voloshchenko says 
she’d seen the lady on the 
TVnews the night before, 
but “then the lights went 
off at our place.” 

The U.S. hopes agriculture 
in places like this dilapidat¬ 
ed village will help rebuild 
Ukraine's shattered econ¬ 
omy as it severs its centu¬ 
ries-old trade relations with 
Russia and tries to integrate 
with the West. 

The economic reality, how¬ 
ever, suggests that dream 
is a long way off. A lack 
of jobs often drives young 
people away from the ru¬ 
ral areas that are meant 
to drive the agricultural 
renaissance. Outages are 
common as the electricity 
grid crumbles from a lack 
of investment and bribery is 
still rampant. 

It is clear Ukraine will de¬ 
pend on U.S. and Euro¬ 
pean financial support for 
years to come. 

Pritzker's visit coincided 
with the U.S. announce¬ 
ment that it would give 
Ukraine another $1 billion 
in loan guarantees on con¬ 
dition the country makes 
a series of reforms. That 
comes on top of a $17.5 
billion aid program from 
the International Monetary 
Fund. 

The U.S. official was in 
Ukraine to help the govern¬ 
ment push through judicial 
and anti-corruption mea¬ 
sures that would, hope¬ 
fully, attract the investment 
needed to wean the coun¬ 
try off Western aid. 

In an interview with The 


Associated Press, Pritzker 
called the U.S. administra¬ 
tion's decision to give the 
loan guarantee “a vote of 
confidence." She said the 
Ukrainian government's 
progress on reforms over 
the last six to nine months 
was “extraordinary.” 

For Pritzker, her visit mixed 
old-fashioned commercial 
diplomacy — bringing a 
group of U.S. business ex¬ 
ecutives along — and the 
personal. Until the late 19th 
century, long before the 
family built the Hyatt brand 
into a global hotel chain, 
the Pritzkers lived south of 
Kiev and took their name 
from Voloshchenko’s vil¬ 
lage of Velyki Prytsky. 
During her stay in Ukraine 
she would have gotten a 
taste of the challenges fac¬ 
ing Ukraine, whose econo¬ 
my is expected to shrink by 
about a tenth this year. 
Though the conflict in the 
rebel-held east has qui¬ 
etened down in recent 
months, much of the coun¬ 
try’s industrial heartland 
is either in the hands of 
Russia-backed rebel or has 
seen its supply chains dis¬ 
rupted. An anti-corruption 
push has yet to claim any 
prominent scalps and Sun¬ 
day's regional elections 
saw the resurgence of re¬ 
gional oligarchs that often 
challenge the government 
in Kiev. 

Meanwhile, trade with Rus¬ 
sia, which has long been 
the country’s biggest com¬ 
mercial partner, is in freefall 
as political relations soured 
over the conflict. 

Goods exports to Russia in 
January-August this year 
were less than half what 
they were a year earlier, 
and replacing that lost 
trade will be hard. Since 
Sunday, there are no lon¬ 


ger any direct flights be¬ 
tween the two countries. 
Despite a frantic schedule 
of trade missions from the 
Ukrainian government, ex¬ 
ports to the U.S. and EU are 
falling too, with increased 
Chinese investment in ag¬ 
riculture a rare bright spot. 
Instead of restoring Russian 
trade to pre-conflict levels, 
the goal is an economy 
close to that of neighbor¬ 
ing Poland, with greater 
European and global inte¬ 
gration, says Finance Minis¬ 
ter Natalie Jaresko. 

“I don’t think those levels 
of trade with Russia will 
ever come to be again,” 
she says. “We are building 
our exports into Asia, into 


Europe and into the Middle 
East and North Africa.” 

Also on the horizon is the 
repayment of a $3 billion 
debt to Russia dating from 
the final days of the last 
pro-Russian Ukrainian presi¬ 
dent, Viktor Yanukovych. 
Russia has refused to write 
off a part of the loan, as 


Ukraine's other bondhold¬ 
ers agreed to do this year 
to help the country avoid 
default. 

If Ukraine fails to pay the 
loan at the end of the year, 
Russia could try to obstruct 
future aid to Ukraine from 
the IMF, of which it is a 
member. □ 
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Islamic State on recruitment spree in Russia

MAKHACHKALA, Russia 
(AP) — The Russian prov¬ 
ince of Dagestan, a flash¬ 
point for Islamic violence 
in the North Caucasus, is 
feeding hundreds of fight¬ 
ers to the Islamic State in 
Syria — and now some are 
coming back home with 
experience gained from 
the battlefield. 

The departures mean that 
the region itself has be¬ 
come markedly less violent 
recently with fewer bomb¬ 
ings and shootings. And 
the returning fighters have 
either landed in jail or been 
kept under close police 
surveillance. But there are 
long-term concerns that 
the presence of radical 
Muslims trained in IS war¬ 
fare could lead to greater 
instability and violence. 
“We can’t allow them to 
use the experience they 
have just gained in Syria 
back home,” Russian Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin said re¬ 
cently. 

Eduard Urazayev, a former 
minister in Dagestan’s pro¬ 
vincial government, and 
now a political analyst, 
said that poverty and un¬ 
employment in the region 
made the IS recruiters' job 
easier. “If the high level of 
corruption and unfavor¬ 
able socio-economic situ¬ 
ation remain,” Urazayev 
said, “it may further fuel 
protest sentiments and in¬ 
crease sympathy for the 
IS." 

The Islamist insurgency that 
has swept Russia’s North 
Caucasus after two sepa¬ 
ratist wars in Chechnya has 
a proclaimed goal of carv¬ 
ing out an independent 
state governed by Shariah 
law. The Caucasus Emirate, 
an umbrella group com¬ 
prised of rebels in several 
Caucasus provinces, has 
sworn allegiance to the IS. 
Alexei Malashenko, an 
expert on Islam with the 
Carnegie Endowment’s 
Moscow office, said that 
officials in the Caucasus 
had an interest in encour¬ 
aging the militants to move 
out of the region. 

“A drop in the Islamists’ 
activity and the reduction 
in the number of casual¬ 


ties in the North Caucasus 
in 2014-2015 were the result 
of militants leaving for the 
Middle East,” Malashenko 
wrote in a recent article. 
Officials said they were 
keeping close watch on 
those who return. Dages¬ 
tan authorities have tried 
to register all followers of 
Salafism, a radical branch 
of Sunni Islam, taking their 
fingerprints and DNA sam¬ 
ples. 

Sharaputdin Arslan- 

bekov, a police official in 
Makhachkala in charge of 
fighting extremism, said the 
official number of Dages¬ 
tan residents who have left 
for Syria stands at 419, but 
reliable intelligence indi¬ 
cates that the actual figure 
is around 700, a significant 
share of an estimated 2,500 
Russian citizens with IS. 
Arslanbekov said IS recruit¬ 
ers were working actively 
in universities and schools, 
taking advantage of eco¬ 
nomic and social prob¬ 
lems in the region. “The 
recruiters are quite sly and 
well-prepared, they know 
methods of ideological in¬ 
doctrination and are good 
psychologists,” he said. 
Police captured five former 
IS members and killed three 
others, he said, adding that 
nine of those who fought 
alongside the IS in Syria 
have voluntarily surren¬ 
dered after coming back 
home. 


Gazimagomed Aligadzhi- 
yev, a native of the moun¬ 
tainous village of Gimry, 
a key center of Salafism 
in Dagestan, was one of 
those who left for Syria and 
spent three months at an 
Islamic State training camp 
in Syria before he decided 
to come back. Upon return, 
he joined a local militant 
group but eventually got 
sick of hiding and turned 
himself in to the authorities. 
“We only went out at night, 
as they could spot us in 
daytime. I haven't seen 
sunlight since December,” 
he told Russian state televi¬ 
sion. 

Even though some officials 
in the Caucasus may feel 
relief about militants flee¬ 
ing to Syria, the Kremlin 
has voiced strong concern 
about the potential threat 
the militants could pose 
upon return. 

Putin has described the IS 
threat to Russia as a key 
factor behind his decision 
to launch air strikes on mili¬ 
tants in Syria. He said that 
between 5,000 and 7,000 
people from Russia and 
other former Soviet coun¬ 
tries are now fighting along¬ 
side Islamic State militants. 
Meanwhile, Russia’s air 
campaign in Syria has 
drawn threats of retaliation 
from militants there, rais¬ 
ing the danger of IS-driven 
terror in a country that has 
seen numerous suicide 


bombings and other ex¬ 
tremist attacks in the past. 
They included the 2002 
hostage-taking raid on a 
theater in Moscow, which 
left 130 hostages and all 40 
attackers dead, and the 
2004 seizure of a school in 
Beslan in southern Russia, in 
which more than 330 peo¬ 
ple were killed and over 
800 others were wounded. 
In 2010, twin suicide bomb¬ 
ings on the Moscow sub¬ 
way killed 40 people and 
wounded over 120, and a 
2011 suicide bombing at 
a Moscow airport killed 37 
and injured more than 180. 
Alexander Bortnikov, the 
head of Russia’s Federal 
Security Service (FSB), the 
main KGB successor agen¬ 
cy, said recently that under 
the brunt of Russian air- 
strikes, some militants were 
trying to leave the warzone 
in Syria with a goal to con¬ 
duct terror attacks in Rus¬ 
sia, Europe and elsewhere. 
A few weeks ago, the FSB 
arrested a group of peo¬ 
ple, including some trained 
by IS in Syria, who were 
accused of plotting a ter¬ 
ror attack on Moscow’s 
public transport system. It 
also found a home-made 
bomb loaded with five kilo¬ 
grams of explosives. 

IS has been active on so¬ 
cial networks across Russia 
and other ex-Soviet nations 
in search of new recruits, 
focusing primarily on young 


people. 

People from Kyrgyzstan 
and other ex-Soviet Cen¬ 
tral Asian nations, where 
the majority of the popula¬ 
tion is Muslim, have been 
a top target for IS recruit¬ 
ers. Poverty and lack of 
jobs have pushed many 
to go to Russia to work as 
migrant laborers, and Rus¬ 
sia’s economic downturn 
helped make the IS recruit¬ 
ment effort easier. 

One such recruit, Babur Is- 
railov, a 21-year old citizen 
of Kyrgyzstan, went viral on 
the Internet last month: A 
video showed him weep¬ 
ing while climbing into a 
vehicle rigged with explo¬ 
sives, just minutes before 
blowing himself up in a sui¬ 
cide mission in Syria. 

Those who knew Israilov 
said he had gone to Rus¬ 
sia in search of a job, and 
apparently was lured into 
joining the IS there. Kyrgyz 
officials wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on the case pending 
a probe. 

Along with the poor and 
the desperate, IS nets 
have caught some mem¬ 
bers of the middle-class. 
A second-year student of 
the elite Moscow State Uni¬ 
versity, who studied Arabic 
and developed an interest 
in Islam, left to join the IS 
but was detained on Tur¬ 
key’s border with Syria a 
few days later after her fa¬ 
ther raised the alarm. 

Most local imams in Dages¬ 
tan shun radical views, but 
they have found it hard to 
counter the appeal of rad¬ 
ical ideas promoted by the 
Islamic State. Some imams 
who spoke against radical 
Islam have been killed. 
Muhammad-Haji, an imam 
in Makhachkala, who 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because he feared 
Islamist revenge, said 
many young people fell 
under the spell of the ex¬ 
tremist ideas and he found 
it hard to persuade them 
to change their views. 
Tanya Lokshina, the Russia 
program director at Hu¬ 
man Rights Watch, said 
that police abuses fueled 
anger against the authori¬ 
ties, contributing to the 
popularity of IS among 
young people in the 
region .□ 
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AU report cites cannibalism, atrocities in South Sudan

JUBA, South Sudan (AP) — 

Investigators discovered 
atrocities by all sides in 
South Sudan’s civil war, in¬ 
cluding testimony of forced 
cannibalism and the dis¬ 
covery of mass graves, ac¬ 
cording to a long-awaited 
report by the African Union. 
The report, released late 
Tuesday, also accused the 
forces loyal to President Sal- 
va Kiir, an ethnic Dinka, of 
recruiting an irregular tribal 
force before the outbreak 
of civil war in December 
2013. 

It also disputes a claim by 
the government that there 
was a coup attempt at 
that time by former Vice 
President Riek Machar, an 
ethnic Nuer. 

The report alleged that 
government troops car¬ 
ried out organized killings 
of ethnic Nuer in Juba, the 
capital. When the violence 
began, Machar became a 
rebel leader. 

Tens of thousands of peo¬ 
ple have died and over 2 
million more are displaced 
by warfare in South Sudan, 
according to the United 
Nations, which blamed the 
violence and the subse¬ 
quent threat of famine on 
the young country’s feud¬ 
ing leaders. 

The African Union investi¬ 
gators, led by former Ni¬ 
gerian President Olusegun 
Obasanjo, found that the 


conflict began Dec. 15, 
2013, when a skirmish broke 
out between Dinka and 
Nuer soldiers in the presi¬ 
dential guard following po¬ 
litical tension between Kiir 
and Machar, his onetime 
deputy who had been fired 
the previous July. 

Hundreds of Nuer men 
were rounded up and shot, 
and their mass graves were 
discovered, according to 
the report. Perpetrators — 
described as government 
forces or their allies — alleg¬ 
edly tortured their victims, 
sometimes forcing them to 
jump into bonfires or eat 


human flesh, witnesses told 
investigators. 

The killings were “an orga¬ 
nized military operation 
that could not have been 
successful without con¬ 
certed efforts from various 
actors in the military and 
government circles,” the 
report said. “Roadblocks 
or checkpoints were estab¬ 
lished all around Juba and 
house-to-house searches 
were undertaken by secu¬ 
rity forces. During this op¬ 
eration male Nuers were 
targeted, identified, killed 
on the spot or gathered in 
one place and killed.” 

The investigators found

“evidence that some of 
the people who had been 
gathered were compelled 
to eat human flesh, while 
others were forced to drink 
human blood belonging 
to a victim who had been 
slaughtered and his blood 
collected on a plate,” it 
said. 

One witness said “she saw 
SPLA (South Sudan army) 
soldiers burning dead bod¬ 
ies and compelling Nuer 
women to eat burnt flesh 
of burnt victims,” the report 
added. 

In addition to testimony 
about forced cannibalism, 
the report said witnesses 


described how govern¬ 
ment troops took part in 
killings, abductions, disap¬ 
pearances, rapes, beat¬ 
ings and stealing. 

The report said that Minister 
of Defense Kuol Manyang 
Juuk described a shad¬ 
owy group called “Rescue 
the President” that killed 
people in Juba on Dec. 
15-18 and “was even more 
powerful than organized 
forces.” 

The group was made up 
of Dinka soldiers who had 
been mobilized following 
a 2012 border crisis with 
northern neighbor Sudan. 
Some of these soldiers 
were moved south to Kiir's 
private farm near Juba in 
2013 and later participat¬ 
ed in the killings, the report 
said, citing interviews with 
informants. 

Amid the Juba killings, 
Machar fled the capital 
and mobilized an insur¬ 
gency which committed 
revenge attacks against 
the Dinka, sparking a cycle 
of violence in the towns of 
Bor, Malakal, and Bentiu, 
which also included rapes 
and killings in churches and 
hospitals, according to the 
report. 

Those revenge attacks 
occurred so quickly they 
probably were were also 
coordinated, it added. 

Kiir and Machar signed 
a peace agreement 
in August but fighting 
continues. □

Nepal’s parliament 
elects nation’s first 
female president 


Man arrested in notorious 
Australian double murder

KATHMANDU, Nepal (AP) — Nepalese lawmakers elected 
a longtime women's rights campaigner to become the 
country's first female president Wednesday, as the Hima¬ 
layan nation pushes for more gender equality in politics 
and work life. 

Bidhya Devi Bhandari, fhe 54-year-old deputy leader of 
Nepal's Communist Party of Nepal Unified Marxist-Leninist, 
had lobbied actively for the new constitution to require 
that either the president or vice president be a woman. 
Nepal has been trying to shift from a traditionally male- 
dominated society, where women are mostly limited to 
working at homes or on farms, to one in which women 
have equal access to opportunities and legal rights. 
Lawmakers cheered as Bhandari’s name was announced 
as the new president. An ally and party colleague of 
Prime Minister Khadga Prasad Oli, Bhandari had been 
considered the favorite for the largely ceremonial job. 
Bhandari said her election — by a vote of 327-214 againsf 
Congress party leader Kul Bahadur Gurung — marked a 
first step toward assuring the new constitutional guaran¬ 
tees of equality are fulfilled. The constitufion, adopted last 
month, also requires that one-third of the country’s law¬ 
makers be women, and that women be included in all 
government committees. 

And last week, Onsari Gharti was elected as the country's 
first female Parliament speaker. 

Bhandari has been a leading political figure since 1993 
when her late husband. Communist party Madan Bhan¬ 
dari, was killed in a car accident. 

She led demonstrations against the former King Gyanen- 
dra in 2006, helping drive the country toward ending his 
authoritarian rule and restoring democracy. 

Bhandari is Nepal’s second president since then. She re¬ 
places President Ram Baran Yadav, who was elected in 
2008 for a two-year term that was extended when efforts 
to draft a new constitution stalled over seven years.Q

SYDNEY (AP) — A man was 

arrested for the murder of 
a woman whose skeletal 
remains were found in an 
Australian forest 1,200 ki¬ 
lometers (750 miles) from 
where her daughter's body 
was discovered dumped 
in a suitcase, police said 
Thursday. 

The arrest Wednesday 
came a week after police 
identified the remains of 
Karlie Jade Pearce-Ste¬ 
venson, 20, and her 2-year- 
old daughter Khandalyce 
Pearce. The breakthrough 
came seven years after 
police say the pair were 
murdered at different times 
and in different locations. 
The 41-year-old suspect 
was arrested at the Cess- 
nock Police Station, 150 ki¬ 
lometers (95 miles) north of 
Sydney, and would appear 
in nearby Maitland Local 
Court on Thursday charged 
with the mother’s murder, 
a police statement said on 
Thursday. 

Police said the investiga¬ 
tion into her daughter’s 
murder was continuing. 
New South Wales Police 
Detective Superintendent 
Mick Willing said police al¬ 
lege Pearce-Stevenson 
was murdered on Dec. 14 
or 15, 2008. 


Her daughter was mur¬ 
dered sometime later, he 
said. 

Police allege several peo¬ 
ple were involved in the 
double murder, the theft of 
the mother’s identity and 
related frauds over several 
years. 

Fraudsters used the moth¬ 
er’s cell phone for three 
years after her death to 
make family and friends 
believe she was still alive, 
police said. They con¬ 
vinced Pearce-Stevenson’s 
mother to deposit money 
into the dead woman’s 
bank account, which con¬ 
tinued to receive govern¬ 
ment benefits, South Aus¬ 
tralia Police Detective Su¬ 
perintendent Des Bray said 
on Tuesday. 

Pearce-Stevenson's credit 
card was used in several 
cities, with the final transac¬ 
tion in March 2012. 

Her bones were spotted 
by bicycle riders in 2010 in 
the Belanglo State Forest, 
about 150 kilometers (90 
miles) south of Sydney. The 
forest is infamous for be¬ 
ing a dumping ground for 
victims of Australia’s most 
notorious serial killer, Ivan 
Milat, who was convicted 
in 1996 of murdering seven 
backpackers. Police sus¬ 


pect Pearce-Stevenson's 
killer wanted her to appear 
to be a Milat victim. 

Khandalyce's body was 
discovered in July after 
a driver spotted the suit¬ 
case dumped on the side 
of a highway near the 
small South Australia town 
of Wynarka. Police sifted 
through dozens of missing 
persons profiles to try to 
figure out who the remains 
belonged to, even receiv¬ 
ing a call from British police 
investigating the disap¬ 
pearance of Madeleine 
McCann, who vanished 
during a 2007 family vaca¬ 
tion in Portugal. 

The identities of both bodies 
had stumped police in two 
states until they received a 
tip on a crime prevention 
hotline three weeks ago. 
The caller suggested the 
girl in the suitcase might be 
Khandalyce Pearce, who 
left with her single mother 
from their Outback home 
town of Alice Springs in 
2008 to go traveling. 

DNA tests confirmed the re¬ 
mains were indeed Khan¬ 
dalyce's. Police then used 
blood samples from the 
medical records of Pearce- 
Stevenson to identify her 
remains. □

In 1830 the president of 
the United States of Amer¬ 
ica, Andrew Jackson, 
enacted ‘The Indian Re¬ 
moval Act’ which forced 
the Cherokee Indians to 
leave their homeland 
and relocate into unchar¬ 
tered territories in the West 
coast of this continent. 
13.000 Cherokees were 
removed to Oklahoma 
in 1839. One thousand of 
them were African slaves 
who already had been 
set free. Ten thousand of 
the deported Indians and 
African slaves survived 
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the trail and continued liv¬ 
ing in peace in their new 
territory. 

Nowadays there are 
Cherokees throughout the 
United States: from East¬ 
ern Oklahoma to Western 
North Carolina. However, 
little is known about a mi¬ 
nority of black Indians who 
still share a common past 
with Native Americans 
(Documentary: ‘Trail of 
Tears'). They have mixed 
by marriage and they both 
still share the Cherokee 
tradition. Today genetic 
studies were able to iden¬ 
tify their ethnic geographic 
descendant through their 
maternal lineage. 

Dr. Oswald Wever has 
dedicated eight years of 
mitochondrialDNA studies 
in order to identify the ge¬ 
netic structure of the Aru¬ 
ban population. His main 
concern was that historians 
in the past have commit¬ 
ted distortion of the facts 
by declaring ‘that the In¬ 
dian genes had been ex¬ 
tinguished in the Aruban 
population’. Dr. Wever 
considered it his mission to 
correct this misinterpreta¬ 
tion most exactly as pos¬ 
sible. The additional value 
of his research is the evi¬ 
dence based scientific fact 
that our Aruban population 
is trihybrid: Indian, African 
and Caucasian European. 
However genetic science 
ascertains that no matter 
the influence of migration 
in any part of the world the 
genetic descendant of the 
native will stay dominant. 
The result of his investiga¬ 
tion indicated in 2011 that 
54 % of the Aruban popu¬ 
lation still carried Indian 
genes. 

The quickly developing 
branch of DNA studies 
gives us the opportunity to 
search our roots. Biological 
science learns that during 
procreation characteris¬ 
tics are being carried over 
to the next generation by 
both mother and father. 
DNA is present in all our 
cells. MitochondriaDNA is 
present only in mitochon¬ 
dria and this substantial 
is being found only in the 



structure 


maternal ova and not in 
paternal sperm cells. Y- 
chromosome in paternal 
sperms measures genetic 
input, only in men. Mito¬ 
chondria DNA studies on 
the contrary measure ex¬ 
clusively maternal genetic 
heritage both in women 
and men. This means that 
the mother’s genes will 
determine the ethnic geo¬ 
graphic descendant of 
any population: Indian, Af¬ 
rican, European or Asiatic. 

During his presentation dr. 
Wever will focus on the so 
called haplogroups. He will 
explain why a person can 
be part of just one hap- 
logroup. This can never 
change! Your nationality 
has nothing to do with your 
ethnic geographic struc¬ 
ture. You can change your 
passport but you will always 
be an Indian, an African, a 
Caucasian European or an 
Asiatic. 

MitochondrialDNA tests 
are being realized in labo¬ 
ratories. Dr. Oswald Wever 
has performed his research 
in cooperation with two 
prominent institutes ‘Univer- 
sidad de Puerto Rico' and 
‘Institute Venezolano de In- 
vestigaciones Scientificas' 
(Caracas, Venezuela).

Wambach didn’t 
want retirement 
to overshadow 
victory tour

When the final whistle blew 
on the Women’s World 
Cup this summer, Abby 
Wambach was nearly con¬ 
vinced that it was her final 
championship. 

The game’s most prolific 
international scorer — 
among women and men 
— needed time to think, 
though. She didn't make 
it official until after a visit 
to the White House with 
the cup-champion U.S. na¬ 
tional team Tuesday. She is 
retiring from the game. 

“I was 95 percent certain,” 
she said Wednesday, re¬ 
ferring to her thoughts fol¬ 
lowing the World Cup title 
match. “But I also know 
myself well enough to know 
that I wanted to make 
sure it wasn’t an impulsive 
choice and that I was sure 
it was what I wanted and 
it would be best not just for 
me personally but also for 
this team.” 

The response was typical 
of Wambach, who spent 
her 15-year career always 
pushing for more.

The 2012 FIFA Player of the 
Year has 184 goals in 252 
international matches. 

Now 35, Wambach had 
often said she wanted to 
cap her career with soc¬ 
cer’s premier champi¬ 
onship, the one title she 
didn't have. She reached 
the goal when the United 
States delivered a 5-2 vic¬ 
tory over Japan in the 
World Cup final. 

She will play the final four 
matches of the nation¬ 
al team's 10-game vic¬ 
tory tour before stepping 
down. Pier final match will 
be Dec. 16 against China 
in New Orleans. 

“I’ve been hesitant to re¬ 
lease this because I don’t 
want the victory tour to 
turn into a farewell tour for 
Abby,” she said. 

The U.S. team crisscrossed 
Canada during the month¬ 
long World Cup tourna¬ 
ment before dominating 
Japan in the title game 


at Vancouver's BC Place. 
Carli Lloyd was named the 
MVP after scoring three 
goals in the span of 16 min¬ 
utes in the final match. 
Wambach saw her role 
with the team change dur¬ 
ing the tournament. She 
came in off the bench in 
several matches, sacrific¬ 
ing a starting role for the 
good of the team. 


“We're all competitors and 
we all want to play," she 
said. “As my career has 
evolved and gone on, I 
have seen people come 
on the team that are fan¬ 
tastic players. And it wasn’t 
just about me anymore.” 
Wambach appeared in 
four World Cups with the 
national team. She also 
has a pair of Olympic 


gold medals from the 2004 
Games in Athens and the 
2012 Games in London. 
She was not on the U.S. 
team that won gold at the 
Beijing Games because of 
a broken leg. 

Perhaps one of her most 
famous goals came in the 
quarterfinals of the 2011 
World Cup in Germany, 
when she scored the 
equalizer against Brazil in 
the 122nd minute. 

She finishes as the all-time 
leading U.S. scorer in both 
Olympic and World Cup 
games. She played 25 total 
World Cup matches with 
14 goals, and 10 Olympic 
matches with nine goals. 
She joins Mia Plamm (2001, 
2002) as the only Ameri¬ 
cans to win FIFA’s player of 
the year honors. 

At 5-foot-11 (1.8-meters), 

the Rochester, New York, 
native also brought her 
own imposing athleticism 
to the women’s game. 
Of her goals, 77 were off 
headers. 

But more than her num¬ 
bers, Wambach was seri¬ 
ous about her responsibil¬ 



ity to grow the women's 
game and fight for equal 
rights. 

Last year, she led a group 
of the world's top women 
players in protesting FIFA's 
decision to play the 2015 
Women's World Cup on 
artificial turf, which is con¬ 
sidered by many players 
to be inferior to grass. The 
players claimed that it was 
gender discrimination be¬ 
cause their male counter¬ 
parts have never played a 
World Cup on an artificial 
surface. 

In the end, the tournament 
went on as planned, but 
Wambach had made her 
point. 

Wambach made it clear 
Wednesday that she is retir¬ 
ing from international and 
club play. The NWSL’s Se¬ 
attle Reign held her rights 
this past season, but she 
did not play a match while 
she prepared for the World 
Cup. 

As for the future, Wam¬ 
bach is going to take some 
time after the victory to just 
relax. She has no concrete 
plan yet for what’s next.Q

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Cueto’s 2-hitter sends Royals over Mets for 2-0 Series lead

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 

Johnny Cueto smothered 
the New York Mets with an¬ 
other big October outing. 
And the pesky Kansas City 
Royals kept fouling off Ja¬ 
cob deGrom’s best pitch¬ 
es, wearing him down with 
persistence and prowess. 
Cueto never faltered. And 
as deGrom wore down, the 
Royals pounced. 

Eric Hosmer hit a tiebreak¬ 
ing, two-run single with two 
outs in a four-run fifth inning 
that included 14 foul balls, 
and the Royals rallied to 
beat the Mets 7-1 Wednes¬ 
day night and take a 2-0 
World Series lead. 

Nineteen hours after Hos- 
mer's sacrifice fly won a 
14-inning thriller, Cueto 
pitched a two-hitter, vary¬ 
ing his delivery with occa¬ 
sional quick pitches and 
keeping the Mets off bal¬ 
ance. An excited crowd 
stood on its feet for long 
stretches on the rainy night. 
Some fans wore wigs re¬ 
sembling Cueto's long, 
dark dreadlocks - includ¬ 
ing the Royals’ mascot, 
Slugerrr. With Kansas City 
two wins from its their first 
title since 1985, the teams 
take Thursday off. New 
York’s Citi Field hosts its first 
Series game Friday, when 
rookie Noah Syndergaard 
starts for the Mets and Yor- 
dano Ventura for the Roy¬ 
als. Forty-one of the 51 
teams to take 2-0 leads in 
best-of-seven World Series 
have gone on to win the 
title, including nine straight 
since Atlanta stumbled 
against the New York Yan¬ 
kees in 1996. 

Kansas City had the best 
contact hitters in the major 
leagues this season, miss¬ 
ing on just 19.7 percent of 
its swings, according to 
STATS. The Dodgers and 
Cubs swung and missed 58 
times in his first three post¬

season outings, but he got 
just three swings and misses 
against the Royals - his ca¬ 
reer low. Of his 94 pitches, 
23 were fouled off by the 
Royals. 

Cueto has struggled on 
the road, where opposing 
fans taunt him by repeat¬ 
ing his name in a sing-song 
voice. But since the Royals 
acquired the free-agent- 
to-be from Cincinnati in 
July, he's been Johnny on 
the spot at Kauffman Sta¬ 
dium. He pitched two-hit 
ball over eight innings to 
win Game 5 of the Division 
Series against Houston, and 
Kansas City lined up its Se¬ 
ries rotation to have Cueto 
starting Games 2 and 6 at 


home. 

Cueto struck out four and 
walked three. Both hits off 
him were soft singles by Lu¬ 
cas Duda, an infield hit to 
third that took advantage 
of the shift in the second 
inning and an opposite- 
field RBI single to left in 
the fourth. Cueto let loose 
some emotion at the end of 
the eighth inning, when Al¬ 
cides Escobar made a nifty 
play to retire Juan Lagares 
for the final out. As Escobar 
sprinted past him, Cueto 
exchanged a flamboyant 
high five with the shortstop. 
After Yoenis Cespedes flied 
to center for the final out,

Cueto pitched the first Se¬ 
ries complete game by an 
AL pitcher since Minneso¬ 
ta’s Jack Morris won Game 
7 against Atlanta in 1991.

WATFORD, England (AP) — 

First a new offensive coor¬ 
dinator, now a new conti¬ 
nent. 

This week is full of changes 
for the struggling Detroit 
Lions, one of the season’s 
biggest disappointments. 
The Lions (1-6) opened the 
Jim Bob Cooter era on of¬ 
fense Wednesday on new 
turf, four days ahead of 
their game against the 
Kansas City Chiefs (2-5) at 
Wembley Stadium. 

Players said they weren’t 
shocked by Monday’s firing 
of former OC Joe Lombar¬ 
di and two offensive line 
coaches following Detroit’s 
poor start to the NFL season. 
All said they expected im¬ 
mediate improvement with 
the promotion of 31-year- 
old Cooter, a protege of 
coach Jim Caldwell who 
spent the past two years as 
quarterback Matthew Staf¬ 
ford’s position coach. 

“He’s been great,” said 
Stafford, who noted that 
many offensive players 
outside the quarterbacks 
room might never have 
heard Cooter talk before 
this week. “But the more he 
starts talking football, you 
understand his intelligence 
and his understanding of 
the game. That garners re¬ 
spect from guys.” 

While many expect Cooter 
to unleash the long ball to 
wide receivers Calvin John¬ 
son and Golden Tate, the 
ground attack has been 
the Lions’ weakest link, 
dead last in the NFL with a 


mere 68 yards a game. The 
Lions’ inability to run has left 
Stafford under too much 
pressure, including in last 
Sunday's 28-19 loss to the 
Minnesota Vikings, when 
Stafford was sacked seven 
times. Starting running back 
Joique Bell returned from in¬ 
jury, but ran just three times 
for 21 yards. 

“I had Jim (Bob Cooter) 
in my rookie year with the 
Colts with Coach Caldwell. 
He’s a brilliant guy and he 
knows football. He can 
connect with the players 
and we're going to enjoy 
playing for him,” Bell said. 
Caldwell said switching 
coordinators in midseason 
was hardly ideal, but he 
pointed to his own 2012 
history with the Baltimore 


Ravens, when he was pro¬ 
moted to the position mid¬ 
way through the team’s 
Super Bowl run. And he said 
Cooter's intelligence and 
detailed understanding 
with Stafford was making 
the sudden switch smooth. 
Caldwell said the players 
“know him, he’s worked 
with them, he certainly 
has a great grasp of all the 
things that we need to get 
done. So it’s not like some¬ 
one coming from a differ¬ 
ent location where you 
have to totally get a feel for 
their personality. I think they 
understand how bright he 
is and his knowledge and 
grasp of offensive football 
as well.” 

Some players cited Coot- 
er’s relative youth as a plus. 


He's the second-youngest 
offensive coordinator in the 
league next to Washing¬ 
ton's Sean McVay — and 
younger than five players 
on the Lions roster. 

“He’s a younger guy and 
definitely has a lot of fire 
in him,” said Johnson, who 
called Lombardi’s firing “an 
unfortunate business.” 
Second-year tight end Eric 
Ebron said Cooter was an 
ideal figure to restructure 
Detroit’s passing attack 
because “he knows what 
Matt likes to do. That's re¬ 
ally how the offense works: 
You get the quarterback 
what he wants. He's going 
to feed off Matt.” 

When the NFL scheduled 
the Lions and Chiefs as 
the last of this year's trio of 


London games, it looked 
like a matchup of playoff 
contenders. But the Chiefs 
have lost star running back 
Jamaal Charles to a sea¬ 
son-ending knee injury, 
and the Lions — pegged 
by many to challenge the 
Green Bay Packers for the 
NFC North crown — find 
fhemselves sharing the 
league’s worst record with 
the Ravens. 

Few said they could see 
the collapse coming after 
a 2014 season that ended 
11-5 and a bitterly disputed 
first-round playoff loss at 
Dallas. 

“The NFL is a crazy league. 
A lot of things look good on 
paper, but until you get out 
there and start playing, it’s 
a lot of shocks, a lot of sur¬ 
prises," said defensive end 
Jason Jones. “Right now 
we're in a tough spot, but 
all that we can do is look 
forward and try to get a 
win Sunday.” 

The Lions are returning to 
the scene of their great¬ 
est comeback last season. 
They trailed the Atlanta Fal¬ 
cons by three touchdowns 
at the half but won 22-21 
with a last-second field 
goal. 

“We’ve shown we can 
play inspired ball in London 
and we’re hoping for thaf 
again,” said cornerback 
Rashean Mathis, who had 
a big interception return 
at Wembley last year. “But 
we’d rather get on top of 
fhe Chiefs early. No more 
dramatic comebacks. We 
just want to dominate from 
the first snap Sunday."□ 


Rousey, coach decline to answer champ’s mother's criticism

Tarverdyan also declined 
to trade verbal shots with 
AnnMaria De Mars on Tues¬ 
day during a promotional 
appearance for Rousey’s 
next title defense. 

De Mars called Tarverdy¬ 
an “a terrible coach” and 
“a bad person” in a video 


interview with LatiNation 
earlier this month. De Mars 
claims Tarverdyan “hit the 
lottery” when Rousey de¬ 
cided to study mixed mar¬ 
tial arts with him. 

“Any reaction or response 
I have to my mother, she’s 
going to hear it from me, 
and not a media outlet," 
Rousey said, declining to 
indicate whether she had 
confronted her mother 
about it. 

Rousey’s mother is a former 
judo world champion who 
introduced her daughter 


to the sport and raised her 
to be an Olympic medalist. 
Rousey took up MMA after 
the Beijing Olympics and 
swiftly became the UFC’s

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New online site hopes to be the Rotten Tomatoes for theater

NEW YORK (AP) — Like a 
lot of people, Tom Melcher 
was frustrated with the 
amount of work it took to 
find something to watch 
onstage in New York. Un¬ 
like a lot of people, he did 
something about it. 
Melcher, a startup guru 
and veteran of such sites 
as CNET and MongoDB, 
recently moved to New 
York and threw himself into 
the theater scene. To pick 
shows to watch, he would 
Google past reviews while 
his wife, Sharon, would 
cruise the discount ticket 
sites.lt was time-consuming, 
and Melcher yearned for a 
something like Rotten To¬ 
matoes for theater-goers. 
Everyone he asked seemed 
frustrated, too. He offered 
to help anyone create 
a site, but no one would 
commit. So he jumped in. 
“My friends will tell you 
I get to a point when I 
get so obsessed and frus¬ 
trated about a problem 
that I can't not do it,” said 
Melcher. “I needed to find 
a better way.” 

He thinks he's found it in 
Show-Score — an audi¬ 
ence-friendly guide he 
launched with his own 
money in which people 
can search hundreds of 


New York shows by theme, 
find reviews by critics and 
users, and tickets at the 
best price. 

So far, the site has been 
a hit. It launched Sept. 15 
and hit 10,000 members 
on Tuesday. It hopes to 
one day offer the same re¬ 
sources to theatergoers in 
London, Los Angeles, north¬ 
ern California, Toronto and 
Chicago. 

Inspired by Netflix and 
Amazon, the site lets au¬ 
dience-goers find exactly 
what they want — options 
include a show with pup¬ 
pets, a Shakespeare revival 
or a romance, and many 


more. There also are guides 
for folks who like their shows 
90 minutes or less, fam¬ 
ily friendly or even scary, in 
time for Halloween. 
Deeksha Gaur, a co-found¬ 
er and director of content 
and community, said the 
site employs seven peo¬ 
ple, including four theater 
professionals with master’s 
degrees whose job is to sift 
and evaluate reviews from 
some 1,300 distinct publi¬ 
cations and bloggers. 
“What we're really trying to 
do is understand what the 
reviewer is saying and try¬ 
ing to read between the 
lines as much as we can,” 


said Gaur, who has held se¬ 
nior marketing positions at 
Woolly Mammoth Theatre 
Company, Two River The¬ 
ater Company and Long 
Wharf Theatre. 

Users — who cannot log 
in anonymously — are en¬ 
couraged to review, too. 
First, they are asked to rank 
the work on a scale of 1-100, 
then they are asked to pick 
among a list of words to de¬ 
scribe it (from “dizzying” to 
“banal”) and to comment 
on two sections “See it if...” 
and “Don't see it if...” 

“Even if you're sitting there 
in the audience and you're 
going, ‘You know, this 


sucks,’ we want you to say, 
‘OK, it does not appeal to 
you. Who would like it?’” 
said Melcher. “If you spin it 
that way, we’ve found with 
consumers everyone is like, 
‘Oh, yeah, you’re right I 
didn't like it, but my mother 
would love this show.'" 

Users can follow individual 
artists they admire, theater 
companies or any review¬ 
ers. Email alerts can be 
configured about upcom¬ 
ing shows they might like, 
shows that score over 80 or 
artists they follow who are 
opening new things. 
Reviewers — whether pro¬ 
fessional or amateur — gain 
influence on the site based 
on the number of followers 
they amass, the number 
of reviews they write and 
whether other users have 
deemed their opinions 
helpful. 

The site’s creators said they 
wanted to build something 
for the average person who 
found researching shows 
too hard and who eventu¬ 
ally just stayed home. “Our 
ultimate goal with Show- 
Score for the near term is to 
get people who like theater 
to go more," said Melcher. 
He won’t disclose how 
much he’s put in the site. 
(“We’re not in the stinking- 
rich category,” he said, 
laughing.Q

payable fashion. You won’t 
need a credit card to 
pay for your clothes; your 
clothes will BE your credit 
card. 

MasterCard is pairing with 
fashion designer Adam Sel¬ 
man and others in a pro¬ 
gram aimed at making an 
array of consumer products 
double as mobile payment 
devices, including clothing 
but also automotive prod¬ 
ucts and “yet to be imag¬ 
ined categories.” 

“The idea is that virtually 
any device can be a com¬ 
merce device,” said Sherri 
Haymond, group head of 
digital channels for Master- 
Card, in a telephone inter¬ 


view Tuesday. The program 
was unveiled Monday at 
the Money 20/20 confer¬ 
ence in Las Vegas. 

Selman works closely with 
pop star Rihanna and de¬ 
signed her famous, very 
sheer dress for the 2014 
Council of Fashion Design¬ 
ers of America awards. 
How one would hide even 
a microchip in such a sheer 
garment is, of course, hard 
to imagine, but Selman was 
chosen, Haymond said, 
“because he is extremely 
innovative, really creative. 
When we met Adam, his 
vision and our vision really 
connected.” 

Other partners set to be 
involved in the program: 
General Motors, wear¬ 


able technology maker 
Nymi, jewelry company 
Ringly, and Bluetooth loca¬ 
tor TrackR, according to 
MasterCard. 

Haymond said the pro¬ 
gram uses existing tech¬ 
nology and functionality 
that MasterCard has been 
working on for two years. 
“People can pay with 
what’s most accessible to 
them," she said. 

In the past several years, 
a number of fashion de¬ 
signers have ventured into 
wearable technology, 
with everything from cloth¬ 
ing that measures various 
health functions to acces¬ 
sories that charge devices. 
As for Selman, he has pro¬ 
duced a prototype of two 


dresses, gloves, sunglasses 
and a handbag, all imbed¬ 
ded with microchips for 
payment. 

“Technology is vital to the 
fashion industry,” Selman 
said in a statement from 


MasterCard. “What sets 
the program apart is that 
it features the technology, 
while still remaining invis¬ 
ible, yet interactive and 
totally functional with the 
wearer.”Q 
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Walgreens, Rite Aid combo to spread drugstore health kick

Walgreens will use its $9.41 
billion takeover of rival Rite 
Aid to spread its philosophy 
on making drugstores desti¬ 
nations for customers look¬ 
ing to stay healthy or buy 
beauty products. 

The nation's largest drug¬ 
store chain also is expect¬ 
ed to flex its beefed-up ne¬ 
gotiating muscle to wring 
better deals from drugmak- 
ers and other suppliers. But 
experts say those discounts 
won’t automatically trickle 
down to consumers. 

In fact, customers may 
not see a huge impact on 
their wallets if the deal an¬ 
nounced Tuesday evening 
goes through. But they will 
likely see some store clo¬ 
sures or name changes and 
fewer brand choices after 
Walgreens Boots Alliance 
Inc. adds the nation’s third- 
largest drugstore chain to 
its portfolio. 

They also may see more 
clinics in Rite Aid Corp. 
stores and more products 
like vitamins and supple¬ 
ments aimed at keeping 
them healthy, as the sec¬ 
tor continues to stretch well 
beyond simply filling pre¬ 
scriptions. 

All the major drugstore 


chains — Walgreens, CVS 
Health Corp., and Rite Aid 
— have been revamping 
their stores for the past few 
years to make them bigger 
providers of health care 
products and other servic¬ 
es. They’re trying to appeal 
to customers who want to 
do more one-stop shop¬ 
ping and take advantage 
of the vast network of stores 
that the chains have built. 
Drugstores also are shifting 
to serve the aging baby 
boom population and its 


health needs, as well as the 
growing number of people 
who are shopping around 
more for health care in¬ 
stead of simply visiting their 
family doctors. And they're 
fending off competition 
from grocery chains and 
big retailers like Wal-Mart 
that have added thou¬ 
sands of pharmacies to 
their stores and offer steep 
discounts on some drugs. 
CVS, in fact, is partner¬ 
ing with the retailer Target 
Corp. to run its in-store clin¬ 


ics and pharmacies. 

Camp Hill, Pennsylvania- 
based Rite Aid runs about 
4,600 drugstores in 31 states 
and the District of Colum¬ 
bia. Its combination with 
Walgreens would create 
a drugstore behemoth 
that runs more than 12,700 
stores in the United States. 
That's about 64 percent 
more than the next larg¬ 
est competitor, CVS, not 
counting that company’s 
still-evolving partnership 
with Target. 


But Walgreens may have 
to close hundreds of stores 
to ease federal regulatory 
concerns about competi¬ 
tion. 

That will depend on how 
the deal changes the com¬ 
petitive balance in individ¬ 
ual markets. 

Aside from the big chains, 
there are still about 22,000 
independent pharmacies 
in the United States, ac¬ 
cording to the National 
Community Pharmacists 
Association. Around half 
are in rural or undeserved 
areas, spokesman John 
Norton said. That total in¬ 
cludes pharmacies that 
are part of small, privately 
held chains and those that 
serve niche markets like a 
hospital or a specialty such 
as oncology. 

Once a Walgreens-Rite Aid 
deal closes, the company 
will likely hold a “bit of a 
beauty contest” with sup¬ 
pliers to see who can give 
them the best deals on 
products sold in the front 
of their stores, or the area 
outside the pharmacy, said 
Paul Keckley, who studies 
health care issues as man¬ 
aging director of the Navi- 
gant Center for Health¬ 
care Research and Policy 
Analysis.Q 


UAW leaders approve 
proposed contract with GM

DETROIT (AP) — United 
Auto Workers leaders have 
approved a proposed 
contract with General Mo¬ 
tors Co. that promises rais¬ 
es, improvements in health 
care and a hefty signing 


bonus. 

Leaders from GM’s 63 U.S. 
facilities met in Detroit to 
discuss and vote on the 
agreement Wednesday. 
Now it must be ratified by 
GM’s U.S. hourly workers. 
The four-year contract 
covers 52,600 GM factory 


workers. 

Like a previous contract 
ratified by Fiat Chrysler 
workers, GM's agreement 
would eliminate a two-tier 
wage system over eight 
years. 

GM currently pays re¬ 
cent hires around $15.78 
per hour. Under the new 
agreement, workers with 
four or more years of ex¬ 
perience will make the top 
$29 hourly wage within four 
years; workers with less ex¬ 
perience would make be¬ 
tween $22.50 and $28 in 
four years and top wages 
in eight years. 

UAW President Dennis Wil¬ 
liams had promised — and 
won — richer benefits from 
GM, which is a bigger and 
wealthier company than 


FCA. GM reported last 
week that it earned $1.36 
billion in the third quarter. 
FCA lost $339 million dur¬ 
ing the quarter because 
of big recall costs in North 
America. 

“There were multiple things 
we were able to do be¬ 
cause of GM’s wealth,” Wil¬ 
liams said. 

Williams said lower-tier 
workers — who make up 
20 percent of GM's hour¬ 
ly workforce — will now 
be eligible for traditional 
health care benefits. Both 
tiers of workers would get 
an $8,000 signing bonus 
if they ratify the contract, 
higher than the $3,000 and 
$4,000 bonuses offered at 
FCA. And the profit-sharing 
formula in GM’s proposed 


agreement promises $1,000 
per $1 billion of GM’s North 
American profits. FCA is 
giving workers $800 based 
on percentage gains in its 
North American margins. 
GM’s proposed contract 
also offers $60,000 for up 
to 4,000 eligible employees 
who agree to retire next 
spring. Williams said that is 
meant as a reward to long¬ 
time workers who stuck with 
the company and gave up 
wages and benefits during 
its 2009 bankruptcy. 

The UAW and GM reached 
the proposed agreement 
Sunday night just before 
a deadline fhe union had 
set to strike. Williams said 
he didn’t yet know when 
workers will begin voting on 
it.a

After a wobble, 
stocks end higher as 
investors watch the Fed

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

stock market ended sol¬ 
idly higher Wednesday, 
recovering from an after¬ 
noon wobble, after the 
Federal Reserve indicated 
that it will consider raising 
its benchmark interest rate 
at its December meeting. 
Bond yields rose and the 
dollar climbed against oth¬ 
er currencies as traders an¬ 
ticipated that higher rates 
were on the way. The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
had been up 130 points just 
before the Fed released its 
policy statement at 2 p.m. 
Eastern time, then briefly 
retreated into the red after 
the statement came out. 
By late afternoon the Dow 
more than recovered, clos¬ 
ing up 198.09 points, or 1.1 
percent, at 17,779.52. The 
Standard & Poor's 500 in¬ 
dex gained 24.46 points, 
or 1.2 percent, to 2,090.35. 
The Nasdaq composite 
picked up 65.55 points, or 
1.3 percent, to 5,095.69. 

The prospect of higher in¬ 
terest rates set off a rally 
in banks, which stand to 
make more money on 
lending. Bank stocks in the 
S&P 500 jumped 2.4 per¬ 
cent, twice as much as the 
broader index. The dollar 
rose against the yen and 
the euro. If the Fed does 
begin to raise rates in De¬ 
cember, it would come 
as central banks in Europe 
and Japan continue to 
pursue stimulus programs. 
The euro fell sharply againsf 
the dollar, to $1.0925 from 
$1.1040 late Tuesday. The 


dollar rose to 121.03 yen 
from 120.33 yen. 

In bond trading, the yield 
on the 10-year Treasury 
note rose to 2.09 percent 
from 2.04 percent the day 
earlier. Yields on Treasury 
notes affect rates on mort¬ 
gages and many other 
kinds of loans. 

Oil prices soared after Pe- 
mex, the national oil com¬ 
pany of Mexico, said it re¬ 
ceived permission to swap 
crude oil with the U.S. That 
could represent a step to¬ 
ward ending the U.S. ban 
on exporting crude. The 
price of oil had had been 
sliding since early Octo¬ 
ber and reached its lowest 
level in two months Tues¬ 
day. The 6.3 percent gain 
Wednesday was the larg¬ 
est increase since Aug. 31. 
U.S. crude climbed $2.74 
to $45.94 a barrel in New 
York. Brent crude, which is 
used to price international 
oils, rose $2.24, or 4.8 per¬ 
cent, to $49.05 a barrel in 
London. In other energy 
trading, wholesale gasoline 
rose 6.3 cents to close at 
$1.350 a gallon in New York, 
heating oil rose 6 cents to 
$1.484 a gallon and natural 
gas fell 5.9 3 cents to $2,033 
per 1,000 cubic feet. 

While the Fed news 
weighed heavily on the 
broader market, earnings 
reports continued to drive 
many individual stocks. 
Northrop Grumman surged 
$9.90, or 5.5 percent, to 
$190.50 after the defense 
contractor said it received 
a contract worth up to $80 
billion to build new bomb¬ 
ers for the Air Force. □ 


Fed keeps rate at record low 
but will consider December hike

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Federal Reserve is keeping 
its key short-term interest 
rate at a record low in the 
face of threats from a weak 
global economy and ex¬ 
cessively low inflation. But it 
suggested the possibility of 
a rate hike in December. 

A statement the Fed issued 
Wednesday said it would 
seek to determine “wheth¬ 
er it will be appropriate to 
raise the target range at 
its next meeting” by moni¬ 
toring the progress on em¬ 
ployment and inflation. It 
marked the first time in sev¬ 
en years of record-low rafes 
fhaf the central bank has 
raised the possibility that it 
could raise its benchmark 
rate at its next meeting. In 
a further signal that a rate 
hike could occur at their 
last meeting of fhe year, 
policymakers sounded 
less gloomy about global 
economic pressures. They 
removed a sentence from 
their September statement 
that had warned about 
global pressures after news 
of a sharper-than-expect- 
ed slowdown in China. 
“They implied they'd do it 
this year,” Patrick O'Keefe, 
director of economic re¬ 
search at the accounting 
firm CohnReznick, said af¬ 
ter the Fed issued its state¬ 
ment after ending its latest 
policy meeting. “The econ¬ 


omy is not cooperating. It 
has to be immensely frus¬ 
trating ...The global econo¬ 
my is still decelerating and 
we’re seeing a softening of 
growth domestically.” 
Stocks gave up some of 
their gains after the Fed’s 
mid-afternoon announce¬ 
ment and the yield on the 
10-year Treasury note rose 
slightly. 

Ian Shepherdson, chief 
economist at Pantheon 
Macroeconomics, said he 
expects a December rate 
hike if the jobs reports for 
October and November 
show the labor market is 
getting stronger. 

“Some combination of 
payrolls, unemployment 
and wages signaling con¬ 
tinued improvement will 
be enough," he wrote in a 
note to clients. 

Still, the Fed indicated that 
the economy is expanding 
only modestly. And in a nod 
to recent weaker data, 
policymakers said in their 
statement that the pace of 
job gains had slowed — an 
indication that they may 
be concerned about the 
pace of hiring. 

While many Fed officials 
have signaled a desire to 
raise rates before year’s 
end, tepid economic re¬ 
ports in recent weeks had 
led some analysts to pre¬ 
dict no hike until 2016. 

The Fed’s statement 
Wednesday was approved 


on a 9-1 vote, with Jeffrey 
Lacker, president of the 
Fed’s Richmond regional 
bank, dissenting. As he had 
in September, Lacker fa¬ 
vored a quarter-point rate 
hike. 

The Fed has kept the tar¬ 
get for its benchmark funds 
rate at a record low in a 
range of zero to 0.25 per¬ 
cent since December 2008. 
Yellen after the September 
meeting noted that 13 of 17 
Fed officials expected the 
first rate hike to occur this 
year. But some economic 
reports since then have 
been subpar including a 
slowdown in job growth for 
September. 

Some of the U.S. weakness 
has occurred because of 
a global economic slow¬ 
down, led by China, that's 
inflicted wide-ranging con¬ 
sequences. U.S. job growth 
has flagged. Wages and 
inflation are subpar. Con¬ 
sumer spending is sluggish. 
Investors are nervous. And 
manufacturing is being hurt 
by a stronger dollar, which 
has made U.S. goods prici¬ 
er overseas. 

The Fed cut its benchmark 
rate to near zero during the 
Great Recession to encour¬ 
age borrowing and spend¬ 
ing to boost a weak econ¬ 
omy. Since then, hiring has 
significantly strengthened, 
and unemployment has 
fallen to a seven-year low 
of 5.1 percentO

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Lions, pride of Africa, vanishing in West Africa

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — Li¬ 
ons, that symbol of Africa's 
wild beauty, power and 
freedom, no longer roam 
in Mali. Or in Ivory Coast or 
Ghana or war-shattered 
eastern Congo. Or most of 
the rest of West Africa. 
Three years of searching 
and no sight of a lion for 
Philipp Henschel, lion sur¬ 
vey coordinator for the 
New York-based Panthera 
conservation group. 

Then he saw it, his first lion 
in West Africa. And in of all 
places, Nigeria. 

“It came as a big surprise 
because Nigeria has by far 
the biggest human popula¬ 
tion on the continent, and 
the national parks are fairly 
small compared to others 
in West Africa that already 
have lost their lions," Hen¬ 
schel told The Associated 
Press. 

“Everyone was excited, in¬ 
cluding rangers from Nige¬ 
ria’s National Park Service 
— it was the first time they 
had seen one too.” 

That was in 2009. The count 
was depressing: 25 to 30 
lions left in Kainji Lake Na¬ 
tional Park in west-central 
Nigeria and only about five 
in the east-central Yankari 
National Park. Three years 
earlier, Nigerian conserva¬ 
tionists had reported lions 
present in six protected ar¬ 
eas, but they had appar¬ 
ently disappeared in four of 
them, Henschel said. 
Henschel has gone on to 
survey all 21 protected ar¬ 
eas believed to harbor lions 
in West Africa. He has seen 
only nine lions in four re¬ 
serves, including Senegal's 
Niokolo-Koba National Park 
and the trans-frontier Pend- 
jari and Arli National Parks 
of Benin and Burkina Faso. 
His research, published last 
year, reported that lions no 
longer exist in 99 percent of 


their historic range in West 
Africa — a finding that 
prompted the Internation¬ 
al Union for Conservation 
of Nature to put the lions of 
West Africa on its Red List as 
critically endangered. 

The situation is dire in much 
of Africa. 

New research published 
Monday shows sharp de¬ 
clines since 1990 in nearly 
all lion populations in West 


and Central Africa, and 
that both regions risk los¬ 
ing half fheir lions within 
the next two decades. East 
Africa stands a 37 percent 
chance of halving its lion 
population over the same 
period, according to the 
survey published in the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the U.S. Nation¬ 
al Academy of Sciences 
and written by researchers 
including Henschel. 

Lion populations are in¬ 
creasing in only four south¬ 
ern African nations: Bo¬ 
tswana, Namibia, South Af¬ 
rica and Zimbabwe, where 


most lions are in fenced 
reserves, the survey found. 
With the international spot¬ 
light on lion conservation 
intensified by outrage over 
the killing this year of Cecil 
the lion in Zimbabwe by 
an American hunter, Hen- 
schel’s Panthera group 
hopes to attract funding 
from conservation agen¬ 
cies and Nigerian philan¬ 
thropists to make sure lions 


do not disappear here. 
Panthera and the Oxford 
University-based WildCRU 
are hosting a Cecil Sum¬ 
mit in February in Oxford to 
draw attention to the threat 
to lions like Cecil, who con¬ 
servationists say was lured 
out of a protected area in 
Zimbabwe’s Hwange Na¬ 
tional Park before being 
wounded wifh a bow and 
arrow and then tracked 
down and killed. 

Lions roamed much of the 
world, from Africa, across 
Europe and Asia, and even 
North America until about 


11,000 years ago, Henschel 
said.Today, they exist only 
in India and Africa. In India, 
about 500 lions remain, all 
in Gujarat state, according 
to state officials. Fewer than 
20,000 lions roam the wilds 
in all of Africa, according 
to an estimate from the In¬ 
ternational Union for Con¬ 
servation of Nature. 

In West Africa, only 400 lions 
remain, according to Hen- 


schel’s research, making 
them likely the most endan¬ 
gered lions on the planet. 

In the competition for land 
and food between lions 
and humans, the king of 
the jungle is losing. The de¬ 
cline is due to growing pop¬ 
ulations of peasant farmers 
encroaching on their tra¬ 
ditional ranges, poachers 
feeding a growing appe¬ 
tite for bush meaf, like an¬ 
telopes, that are lions’ sole 
food source, and global 
warming fueling a deadly 
conflict for grazing land 
between nomadic herders 


and farmers, leaving even 
less space for lions. 

The trophy hunting that 
killed Cecil is legal in only 
two West African coun¬ 
tries, Burkina Faso and Be¬ 
nin, but the number of kills 
that once caused local 
declines has diminished 
since the European Union 
banned imports of lion tro¬ 
phies from both countries 
over the past year. 

Before that, the EU used 
to be the largest importer 
of lion kills from the region, 
Henschel said, adding that 
the U.S. is considering listing 
the West African lion as en¬ 
dangered under its Endan¬ 
gered Species Act, which 
would prevent trophy im¬ 
ports by American hunters. 
With their short manes or 
none at all. West African 
lions look more like Asian li¬ 
ons than their southern and 
east African cousins. They 
are celebrated in Nigeria as 
a national symbol of pride 
in paintings on buses, the 
logo of the National Park 
Service and even a ce¬ 
ment label, but they have 
proved easy to kill. When 
lions stray from protected 
areas and kill cattle, herds¬ 
men will sometimes poison 
the cow’s carcass to kill the 
lion, Henschel said. 

The 40-year-old Henschel 
has lived nearly half his 
life in Gabon, nurturing a 
dream to re-establish a lion 
population in that West Af¬ 
rican nation after their two- 
decade-long absence. 
Suddenly, it could be¬ 
come a reality. In Janu¬ 
ary, a researcher studying 
chimpanzees accidentally 
filmed a lion. Primate re¬ 
searcher Ivonne Kienast 
of fhe Max Planck Insfitufe 
of Evolutionary Anthropol¬ 
ogy caught the image in 
Gabon’s Bateke Plateau 
National Park, where lions 
have not been sighted 
since 19950

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Bullock steps into a man’s role in ‘Our Brand is Crisis’

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Is she 

going to be hot? 

That’s the question a stu¬ 
dio executive asked San¬ 
dra Bullock about the lead 
character in a project she 
was pitching well into her 
Hollywood career 
“I looked at him and I go, 
‘Well, it is me, so you get 
what you get. You do real¬ 
ize that I'm pitching this for 
me?'" recalled Bullock in a 
recent interview. 

“He goes, ‘Yeah, but I 
want to know, like, what is 
she going to wear?'” 

Things have gotten a little 
better since then. In “Our 
Brand is Crisis,” out Friday, 
Bullock plays a role origi¬ 
nally written for a man, 
and no one checked in 
to see whether or not the 
savvy political consultant 
character was going to be 
a bombshell, too. 

But this is the exception. 
Bullock’s conversation 
with the studio executive 
remains an all too familiar 
scene for actresses in Hol¬ 
lywood, where sexist pre¬ 
sumptions are engrained in 
the culture. 

Then there's the matter of 
substance with roles for 
women. Bullock can’t re¬ 
member how many times

she’s had to listen to a 
writer try to explain how the 
“the wife” is really the heart 
of the movie. 

“I know what that means. 
That means you're going 
to be underwritten and 
you're just going to be the 
wife waking up in bed with 
the husband and making 
the coffee,” she said. “If 
you say that I’m the heart 
of the piece. I’m going to 
(expletive) clock you.” 
That’s why Bullock and 
her agent started looking 


at roles for men. After all, 
male characters don’t al¬ 
ways have to be likable. 
Their comedies don’t have 
to be of the romantic vari¬ 
ety. 

And the first question from 
studio executives prob¬ 
ably isn't going to be “Is he 
hot?” 

When Bullock read the un¬ 
produced screenplay for 
“Our Brand is Crisis,” she 
decided to call longtime 
friends George Clooney 
and producer Grant Hes- 


lov to see if there was any 
chance they might con¬ 
sider her for the lead — an 
amoral, Sun Tzu-quoting 
political consultant who’s 
come out of retirement for 
a showdown with an old ri¬ 
val. They said yes. 

To adapt the part, they 
changed around some 
pronouns, they gave the 
character a woman’s 
name, and they added 
some sexual innuendos with 
her foe (Billy Bob Thornton). 
But overall, it remained as 


originally written. 

Part of that is the strength 
of screenwriter Peter 
Straughan’s script, said 
Thornton. 

The transition from male to 
female was easy because 
it was never a type to be¬ 
gin with — the gender was 
almost incidental. 

“I tend as a writer to not 
identify characters unless 
there's a reason for it," said 
Thornton. “(Straughan) 
wrote it as a person.” 

From there, director Da¬ 
vid Gordon Green and his 
actors could focus on the 
big ideas in this satirical 
story about a failing Boliv¬ 
ian presidential candidate 
and the American lackeys 
hired to try to manipulate 
his image and a country 
for the win. 

As someone whose father 
worked in the Pentagon, 
Bullock understands the al¬ 
lure of stories about the un¬ 
derbelly of politics. 

The do-anything candi¬ 
dates and unscrupulous 
mercenaries in “Our Brand 
is Crisis" are especially res¬ 
onant now, she notes. 

“You watch a debate and 
you watch these people 
doing their thing — even 
if it's a candidate you like 
— you watch them just (ex¬ 
pletive) people. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Broad¬ 
way producers have cre¬ 
ated a new website to 
reach out to a special de¬ 
mographic — one more 
familiar with twerking than 
jazz hands. 

The Broadway League, 
the industry’s trade asso¬ 
ciation, on Wednesday un¬ 
veiled its new BwayZone. 
com, an interactive site de¬ 
signed to attract children 
ages 8 to 13 that's packed 
with video, photos and sto¬ 
ries about shows. 

“There really is no place on¬ 
line where families and kids 
can go and really interact 
with Broadway content 
that's really about kids and 
for kids,” said Jan Fried- 
lander Svendsen, director 
of marketing and business 
development. 

“We want to make it cool 


for kids but also we want 
parents and also even ed¬ 
ucators to come and find 
content there and help 
promote it to their kids,” 
she said. Modeled on Insta- 
gram and Tumblr, the mo¬ 
bile friendly site is packed 
with various posts for the¬ 
ater fans: backstage inter¬ 
views with actors, photos of 
cute dogs owned by ac¬ 
tors, the rapper Drake who 
spins a Tony Award in a GIF 
from his “Hotline Bling” vid¬ 
eo and a time-lapse video 
of “Kinky Boots” actor Kyle 
Taylor Parker getting into 
his Lola makeup on tour. 

It’s part of the league’s 
overall push to engage 
families. Other efforts have 
included Kid's Night on 
Broadway, the National 
High School Musical The¬ 
atre Awards and Family 
First Nights. 

Charlotte St. Martin, the 


league president, said the 
goal isn’t to sell tickets but 
to engage fans. “We know 
that once we get families to 
theater that we’ve hooked 
them for life. But it’s getting 
them there,” she said. 
Content for the site comes 
from four places: league¬ 
generated video and 
photos, submissions from 
Broadway shows them-

selves, partners like Playbill 
or Broadway World and us¬ 
er-generated images and 
stories. So far, the league is 
funding the operation at a 
loss without advertising. 
League staff will be curat¬ 
ing all BwayZone items, 
sifting through social me¬ 
dia submissions, tweets 
and content before put¬ 
ting it up. The content will 


change all day, but it will 
all be G-rated. 

“Everything on the site is 
moderated. There’s always 
somebody saying, ‘Yes, I 
want that on the website’ 
rather than anything flow¬ 
ing through automatical¬ 
ly," said Neal Freeman, di¬ 
rector of digital and tech¬ 
nology. 

“We're using content from 
a lot of places, and we're 
happy to feature content 
that’s in various other pub¬ 
lications that’s Broadway 
related. We want to be a 
window — a portal — for 
our users.” 

Billed as “Broadway’s Of¬ 
ficial Family Club," the 
league hopes to one day 
increase BwayZone en¬ 
gagement levels by add¬ 
ing sweepstakes, games 
and loyalty points that can 
be cashed in for badges or

Capote’s early stories host’s identity for toy hamster 
worthwhile for fans

“The Early Stories of Tru¬ 
man Capote” collects 
14 short fiction pieces 
by the writer, includ¬ 
ing some that were 
published in his high 
school newspaper in 
Greenwich, Connecti¬ 
cut, when he was a 
teenager. 

Capote is best known 
for his novel “Break¬ 
fast at Tiffany’s,” which 
was immortalized by a 
Hollywood film starring 
Audrey Hepburn, and 
by his nonfiction book 
“In Cold Blood,” a 
gripping novelistic ac¬ 
count of fhe murder of 
a Kansas farm family 
and their killers. Many 
Capote fans may also Associated Press 
be familiar with his 
memorable, poignant 
short story, “A Christmas 
Memory,” about a little 
boy's holiday with an ag¬ 
ing cousin amid poverty, 
love and loss. 

If you’re expecting short 
fiction gems of that caliber 
in this collection, however, 
you’ll be disappointed. 

Most of the plots in these 
stories don’t seem quite 
fully realized; others feel 
derivative or formulaic, 
lacking the originality of 
Capote's later works. But 
here's the good news: The 
stories in the new edition 
are extremely readable, 
and as a window on the 
young writer’s emerging

voice and creativity, they 
are worthwhile. 

Capote’s ability to conjure 
a time, place and mood 
with just a few sentences is 
remarkable. A Gothic tone 
and sense of foreboding 
seems to hang over every 
scene as his characters, 
whether children or grown¬ 
ups, confront their personal 
demons. 

Some stories involve truly 
life-threatening terrors like 
snakebites or escaped 
convicts in the woods; oth¬ 
ers merely describe the ev¬ 
eryday heartbreak faced 
by individuals who feel, for 
whatever reason, alone 
and unloved. □

bro Inc. wants a federal 
judge to dismiss a $5 million 
lawsuit filed by a Fox News 
anchor who says a toy 
hamster shares her name 
and resembles her. 

Harris Faulkner sued Has¬ 
bro in August over its plas¬ 
tic Harris Faulkner ham¬ 
ster, sold as part of the 
Pawtucket, Rhode Island- 
based company’s popular 
“Littlest Pet Shop” line. She 
says the toy wrongfully ap¬ 
propriates her name and 
persona, harms her profes¬ 
sional credibility as a jour¬ 
nalist and is an insult. 

The toy company says in 
a filing Monday in federal

court in New Jersey that 
the toy and Faulkner share 
nothing in common except 
for their name and that the 
toy and newscaster are dis¬ 
tinctly different and there's 
no basis to find that Has¬ 
bro misappropriated her 
unique identity. 

“Ms. Faulkner is an adult, 
African-American, human, 
female newscaster; the 
Hamster Toy is an inch-tall, 
cartoon-like plastic ani¬ 
mal, which has no appar¬ 
ent gender or profession, 
or even clothing that might 
identify its gender or pro¬ 
fession," the company said 
in its motion.

in addition to sharing her 
name, the toy bears a 
physical resemblance to 
Faulkner’s traditional pro¬ 
fessional appearance, 
including ifs complexion, 
eye shape and eye make¬ 
up design. 

The Harris Faulkner toy was 
introduced in 2014, ac¬ 
cording to the lawsuit, and 
was sold in a package as 
the pet hamster of a terrier 
named Benson Detwyler. 
Other toys in the popu¬ 
lar line include animals 
named Pancakes Watkins, 
Puffball Pefrovsky and Pep¬ 
per Clark. 

The lawsuit says Faulkner, 
a New Jersey resident, 
never gave permission for 
Hasbro to use her name or 
likeness and that she even 
demanded in January that 
Hasbro stop using it. More 
than three weeks later, it 
was still for sale on Hasbro’s 
website, the lawsuit con¬ 
tends. It says that as of July, 
Faulkner's name was sfill 
being used on a website to 
sell “Littlest Pet Shop" prod¬ 
ucts, and the plastic ham¬ 
ster that bears her name 
can still be bought at other 
online retail stores. 

Faulkner hosts the daytime 
show “Outnumbered” and

NEW YORK (AP) — The Des¬ 
tination America network's 
“Exorcism: Live!” on Friday 
could either turn out to be 
the scariest pre-Halloween 
program on television or 
the ghostly version of Al 
Capone's vault. There isn’t 
much middle ground. 

The mostly live, two-hour 
telecast will culminate in an 
attempt to rid a suburban 
St. Louis home of supposed 
malevolent spirits. The boy 
who was the subject of the 
head-turning 1949 exorcism 
immortalized in William Pe¬ 
ter Blatty’s 1971 book, “The 
Exorcist,” and subsequent 
movie, briefly lived in the 
Bel-Nor, Missouri house. 
“This, to me at least, is 
probably the quintessential 
American horror story,” said 
Henry Schleiff, group presi¬ 
dent at Discovery Commu¬ 
nications who oversees the 
network, and no stranger 
to colorful promotions. At 
Investigations Discovery, he 
ran a “Wives With Knives” 
marathon one year as 
counterprogramming on 
Super Bowl Sunday. 

Only three years old. Des¬ 
tination America is avail¬ 
able in about half of the 
nation’s TV homes. It has 


established a specialty in 
programs about the para¬ 
normal like “Ghost Asylum” 
and “A Haunting,” and is 
looking for some major at¬ 
tention. Schleiff brought 
up Capone's name unbid¬ 
den, to promise “Exorcism: 
Live!” will be different. The 
reference to Geraldo Ri¬ 
vera's 1986 special where 
he opened the gangster’s 
vault to find next to nothing 
has become shorthand for 
much-hyped television pro¬ 
grams that fail to deliver. 

“I don’t know if I believe in 
ghosts,” he said. 

“But I believe in research, 
and it says 60 percent of 
people believe in ghosts. 
I genuinely believe this will 
be an entertaining and in¬ 
formative show and I’m 
very proud to be associ¬ 
ated with it.” 

The exorcism of the boy 
known as Roland Doe 
was completed outside of 
the house, but there’s evi¬ 
dence bad vibes remain 
there, said Jodi Tovay, who 
developed the special. 
Chip Coffey, a psychic 
who participates in the 
show, said the spirits com¬ 
municated with him when 
he visited the house, and a 
picture of Pope Francis was 
mysteriously ripped from 


his hand. “This stuff is real,” 
Coffey said. “This is nothing 
to play around with.” 
Without that confirmation 
from Coffey and other 
psychics that something 
creepy remains there, To¬ 
vay said that Destination 
America wouldn't go to 
the house. 

The boy who was the sub¬ 
ject of the 1949 exorcism 
is still alive. Now 80 and liv¬ 
ing in the Washington, D.C. 
area, he guards his privacy 
and declined to partici¬ 
pate in the special, Tovay 
said. Similarly, the people 
now living in the St. Louis 
house vacated for the pro¬ 
duction and would not dis¬ 
cuss their own experiences 
there. The special will have 
some pre-produced seg¬ 
ments, including stories of 
past demonic possessions 
and excerpts from the di¬ 
ary of Doe’s lead exorcist. 
They’ll show the bed where 
he was exorcised. The bulk 
of the show will be a se¬ 
ance to try and communi¬ 
cate with spirits in the house 
and an effort to try and ex¬ 
tricate them. Six TV cam¬ 
eras will be stationed in the 
house and streamed live 
online, so second-screen 
viewers can monitor to see 
if there’s any activity.Q
